tion of pheasants in Uie field, all 
of which is renewable. Conserva- 
tion in Illinois is more than these, 
it is planned for the preservation 
of our natural resources.

Osborne, visualizing- the problems 
existing in Illinois, set up a plan 
embodying all of these and adding 
new features to provide diversion 
to the general public. 
Five ' di- 


visions exist in the conservation 
program of Illinois, namely, fish, 
game, forestry, law enforcement 
and education." 


Referring to the post-war lakes 


program which is now being for- 
mulated in Illinois Forester Loo- 
mis referred to the overlapping of 
agencies with an initial purpose 
and emphasized the fact that Di- 
rector Osborne and 
the 
Illinois 


conservation department had out- 
lined a program which was to be 
followed in Illinois. 
A survey of 


the state, he said, has revealed the. 
existence of Uiree million acres ot 
forests and nn equal acreage of 


land.in the state, the 


latter being unfitted for agricul- 
tural purposes and a type of land 
which can be considered in the 
post-war program. 


The counties of the state have 


been requested to submit recom- 
mendations to be considered un- 
der this program, and at present 
about 300 have been filed with the 
department.
